About twelve a Clock, the aforclaid Teirce; 
encountred over againſt $Syor-Houſe with the 
| Rebels, and after a fierce fight for about two 
Houres.(there being placed the [two beſt Re- 
giments of the Rebels ) His Majefties: Foot 
beate them out of their works in New Brain- 
ford, to anothes which they had made jn Old: 
Brainford :. where | they fought,, again very 
ftoutly, and maintained 1t with fome cager-' 
neſſe;but after a few houres ſharpe diſpute, His 
Majefties Forces did likewiſe drive them out 
of both Brainfords, and purſued them'{o hard, 
as divers of them cun into the Thames, think- 
Ing to ſave themſelves by Swimming,or Boats, 
and; were drowned. The Night prevented His 
Majefties Forces further purſuit of this Vico- 
ry.
